AMBON maintains that there is no reason 
why the European as a coloniser should 
not conquer the tropical world and that 
tropical heat is not deadly or the cause of 
apecial discases, Ansmin, hepatitis, and 
aunstroke, formerly attributed to solar heat, 
are now shown to be due to parasitism. 
The two former exist in temperate as well 
as tropical climates, while as to sunstroke, 
Dr, SimBon tells us that it is infectious, 
that it often prevails in epidemic form and 
-is confused with a number of other quite 
different diseases, but that its restricted and 
peculiar distribution geographically shows 
that it is nut induced by heat, but, like 
yellow fever, is limited to a few coast dis- 
tricts and the valleys of great rivers. 
Heat, Dr. Samson tells us, is not the 
enemy of the European in colonising the 
tropics; his struggle is with living or- 
ganisms, from man and beasts to | rotozoa 
and bacteria, aud the lower the form of life 
the louger und fiercer the struggle.

Dr, 
SAMBON gives instances in which such exer- 
tion is alleged to be supported in tropical 
climates elsewhere, but the instances do 
Not appear to justify the sweeping gener- 
alisation. We are told that agricultural 
labour is carried on by white men iu Central 
| i and South America, Australia, and Africa. 
l * But in Ceutral and South America the white 
Fi race, if we are not mistaken, has a tendency 
iis tu assimilate to the native type. Australia 
has a climate of its own, but even there it is 
found necessary in the tropical re sions to 
import native labour from the islands; and in 
Africa also it is very little agricultural labour 
that is carried on by white men in the tro- 
pical regions. Meution is likewise made of 
a the Duteti in Java as an instance of peuple 
a from a temperate climate having migrated 
to the tropics and flourished; but they 
flourish as exotics and not as natives. That 
European children can thrive in the tropics, 
even in the plains of Bengal, is, it is said, 
shown by Sir Joserpa Fayerer: from the 
‘experience of the Lawrence Orphanage. 
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But we need not go so far ‘afield, for we 


have instances in our own colony of Europ- 
ean children growing up into healthy men 
and women. Such instances do not prove, 
however, that whité men are adapted for 
severe physical work in the tropics, or that 
if we had a white labouring class unable to 
devote more care to the rearing of their 
children than the labouring class at home 
the children would be as healthy as the 
home reared children. 

Science, however, can do much to modify 
the dangers of life in the tropics, as well for 
the native as for the white man. This was 
shown by Dr. Manson by reference to 
the connection between the water supply 
and elephantiasis. Mosquitoes.infect water 
with the germs of the disease, and to prevent 
it we have but to keep the mosquitoes down, 
to prevent their preying on already infected 
individuals, or, and this is the simple plan, to 
keep them from getting access to our drink- 
ing water, or by boiling or filtration to kill 
the germs which our drinking water may 
contain. When Hougkong was dependent 
upon wells, many of them polluted, for its 
water supply, no doubt cases of elephantiasis 
might be contracted by the natives, who 
were lese careful than Europeans as to 
the source of their supply and—as to 
boiling or filtration, but with our present 
water supply we should think the danger 
of the disease being contracted locally must 
have been reduced to a minimum, “No 
“one now,” Dr. MANson says, “ need suffer 
“from elephantiasis,” and it is suggested 
that as soon as the malurial parasite is as 
well understood as this, that scourge, too, 
will be abated. It is believed that mos- 
quitoes and similar insects in some way act 
ig a medium in the propagation of malaria, 
and an investigation is now in progress for 
the purpose of collecting information bear- 
ing upon that problem. In connection with 
that investigation the co-operation of 
amateurs in the collection of mosquitoes has 
been invited; particulars as to the conditions 
that should be ‘observed were recently 
published in the Government Gazette, and to 
them we would invite the attention of such 


of our readers as may be _ interested 
in the study of insect life. “The true 
‘obstacles to colonisation,” says Dr. Sam- 


BON, “are the multitudinous living mites 
‘““which teem in the tropics like every 
“other form of life. Against these nature 
“can ouly give us fair play; they are her 
“creatures as much as we are. But we 
“worship science and that goddess rill 
“ surely lead us to victory.” Science will no 
doubt lead as to victory to the extent of 
rendering life in the tropics relatively more 
supportable by Europeans then it is now, 
but solar heat coupled with extremes of 
moisture and dryness of the atmosphere 
will alwaysy we believe, preclude the settle- 
ment of a European labouriug class in the 
tropics. 


In the amelioration of the conditions of 
life in the tropics science can assist us not 
only by discovering disease germs and pre- 
venting their propagation, but also by 
various mechanical devices. Cold storage 
(by improving the quality of our diet), 
electric fans, nn’ so forth may go a long way 
towards mitigating the deteriorating effects 
of a tropical climate upon thu European 
constitution. If we cannot all sit under 
our own vine and fig tree the time 
may perhaps come when we may all be 
able to sleep under our own punkah with- 
out having to have a coolie to pull it. 
This is not the time of year when punkabs 
are much thought of, but in two or three 
months more, when we are experiencing the 
enervating effects of the south-west monsoon 
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residents in Hongkong will probably. have -

THE COBDEN CLUB AND THE 
OPEN DOOR.  . 
(Daily Press, 90th February) . 
The manifesto issued by the Cobden Club 
with reference t» the preservation of trad- 
ing. rights in undeveloped territories . 
acquired or to be acquired by the various 
European Powers-is a timely pronounce- © 
ment particularly apposite to the position 
in China. “ It will be our duty,” says the. 
manifesto, “to maintain valuable trade 
“rights already acquired’ in territories 
“whieh other Powers may annex, and we ¢ 
“freely recognise the necessity of being 
“prepared to do this. But if this 
“eountry will honestly stand before the 
“world and say, and by a consistent 
“course of conduct prove, that ite 
“interest in any derelict country, or 
“in any country, unappropriated by a 
“givilised power, in which other peuple 
“also are interested, is purely commercial, 
““we believe that it can gradually draw 
“to itself sufficiently strong moral and 
“material support from the rest of the 
“ world to secure the peaceful realisation of 
“its object.” It is suggested that England 
should say to other Powers, with respect td 
their claim to impose hostile tariffs, ‘ Drop 
“this claim, aud we shall view your ex- 
“pansion not ouly without alarm or sus- 
“ picion, but with sympathy and goodwill.” 
In tu6 leases of territory recently granted to 
foreign Powersin China stipulations are incor 
porated to the effect that at the leased ports 
no differential tariffs are to he imposed, and 
it may be assumed that this proviso was 
inserted under British influence either with 
or without the support of other Powers. That 
seems to us the ~orrect line of policy for 
Great Britain to pursue, to inaist on equalit . 
of trading rights, but not to iiterfere wit i 
the territorial expansion of other Powers 30 
long as such expansion does not trench on 
territory that she may have ear-marked as — 
her own. Russian activity in Manchuria 
is regarded by many as the closing of an 
open door, but those who take that 
view appear to be influenced more by their 
combativeness than their reason. The only 
result so far has been to largely increase 
the volume of trade, and the increase will 
continue. This result might be looked for 
even in spite of any moderate preferential LY 
tariff that Russia might at some future time 
feel inclined to impose, but Great Britain is 
strong enough to make it a condition that 
no such tariff shall be imposed, and in en- | 
forcing that condition she would probably 
have the support, as the Cobdeo Club sug- 
gests, of other Powers. In relation to China 
the term “open door.” is entirely inap- 
plicable; the door haa .never been opened 
more than a very little way and traders of 
all nationalities have complained constantly 
of the obstructions placed in their way. 
Any expansion of: foreign Powers at the 
cost of China means forcing the door a little 
wider open, and with an equal tariff guaran- 
teed, Russian expansion in Manchuria is a 
thing to be welcomed rather than opposed. |

THE GOVEKNMENT.

In his remarks upon Mr. GrRanviILue 

- Saare’s lecture delivered at the City Hall: 
on Monday afternoon Colonel Evart said 
he did not agree with the lecturer's 
pessimistic views about’ China; tho fact 
~ that she existed at all was a sigh that she 
could nut be sv worthless as some people 
would have them believe; she still gov- 
erned an enorinous part of the world; her 
provinces were still keeping together; she 
had seen every Power that existed in this 
world rise; there wis not a Power which 
existe] but was of mushroom growth beside 
her; he had not the slightest fear himself 
for China’s future. But was not the Colonel 
contusing the Chinese race with its political 
organisation? Mr, Saarp in the course of 
his lecture had paid a high tribute to 
the many excellencies of the Chinese 
-race, his deprecatory references _he- 
ing directed solely aguinst the Govern- 
ment. The latter is diomed, but no one 
can doabt that the Chinese asa race will 
always continue to play a prominent part 
in the world. The extreme measures 
adopted iu America and Australia to pre- 
vent Chinese immigration indicate the 
estimation in which the danger of Chinese 
competition is held in those countries, and 
in Oriental countries where no restrictions 
are placed upou them Chinese take the most 
prominent position in trade and industry. 
But while the Chiaese race is sound 
enough in its units, collectively it appears 
to have lost the art of guvernmenc and 
to be incapable of resisting politioal 
aggression. The Rev, J. Maccoway, in 
his “ History of China,” referriug to the 
fall of the last dynasty, says:—“ Thus 
“ amidst bloodshed and disorder the Ming 
“ power v:tnished before its conqueror. It 
“at first owed its rise to the same. unhappy 

“ forces that finally caused it to disappear. 
“We have no pity for the family that has 
“just fallen. It had never proved by its 
“purity or statesmanship that it had a 
“divine commission to rule theempire. As 
“the years went by it showed by its reckless 
| _ “und lavish expenditure of the revenues of 
“¢he country, aud by the liceutious habits 
“ that turned the palace into a pandemonium, 
‘that it was unfitted for its high position. 
“Tt fell, as other dynasties did before it, 
“because of the inherent want of moral 
“ qualities, without which no power will ever 
“be long tolerated by a people like the 
“ Chinese, who demand so high an ideal in 
“their sovereign.” History repeats itself, 
and the Tsing dynasty, like the Ming, is 
tottering xo its fall by reason of its inherent 
want of moral qualities. (t was saved by 
England athe time of the Taiping rebel- 
liou, and the subsequent course of events 
has proved how little it was worth the 
saving. It exists now solely by reason 
of the mutual jealousy of the foreign 
Powers. Whether the young Emperor in 
the abeence of interference by the Em- 
press Dowager, might have succeeded in 
purifying and strengthening the rule of 
his- house cam vow be only a matter 
‘of conjecture, but as he has no issue and 
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his prospects of success could not be con- 
sidered very bright. Even had he effected 
the revolution in the administration which 
his decrees portended the probability is that 
the rule-of his house would have come to | 
an end with his own life.

The meeting of the sharehulders of the 
Hongkong and Shanghai Bank on Saturday 
passed off, as was to be expected in face of 
the splendid results shown in the report, 
must satisfactorily. While the directors 
and the statf generally well deserve the 
vote of thanks accorded to them, it is to 
Mr. Tomas Jaoxson, the Chief Manager, 
that the Bank chiefly owes its present 
magnificent position, and the announcement 
that Mr. Jackson had consented to con- 
tinue in his present responsible post for a 
further term uf years naturally afforded the 
shareholders much gratification. The an- 
nouncement that it was intended to con- 
tinue the sound policy of »dding to 
the reserve fund—which now stands at 
$10,000,000, the amount of the capital, and 
ata much larger amount if regard be had 
tu the writing down that has been done—was 
also received with satisfaction. Indeed the 
whole of the Chnirman’s speech, in so far as 
it dealt exclusively with the affairs of the 
Bank, calls only for congratulatien and 
affords no room for adverse criticism. Nor 
in Mr. Benu-[rvine’s remarks on the 
poiitical situation was there much to take 
exception to, except perhaps that they did 
not go quite far enough. He expressed the 
opinion that China will find herself forced 
more and more to allow foreign capital and 
enterprise to undertake the task of develop- 
ing the great natural resources of the em- 
pire. He might have added that she wili 
find herself forced more and more either to 
submit to foreign control in the administra- 
tion of the empire or to avail herself very 
largely of foreign assistance. The indications 
are thatsbe will not willingly avail herself of 
the latter alternativeand that some, measure 
of foreign co: trol will have to be forced 
upon her, Whether that contre! shall be 
exercised by different Powers in different 
spheres or conjointly at Peking the future 
must be left to determine; in either 
case there will be a good deal of 
disturbance in the political atmosphere. 
Mr. Beut-Irvine is of opinion that “the 
“disturbance set up in the political atmos- 
“ phere by the events of which the Far East 
“during the last eighteen months has heen 
“the theatre shows signs of subsiding,” an 
opinion which muy. be well founded, but as 
in the summer the typhoon warnings from 
Manila follow exch other in quick succes- 
sion, 80 the subsidence of one disturbance 
in the political atmosphere of China 
is no guarantee that there is not another 
already brewing.

-. FIGHTING CONTINUES. 


AMERICAN GAINS IN ALL 
. DIRECTIONS. 
i [FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT]. 
SS Manila, 10th February. 

Manila echos with the orack of rifles and the 
boom of artillery day and night. Since the 
trouble began last Saturday night there have 
beeti constant skirmishes and many sharp 
engagements ia which both sides have suffered 
heavily. The list of dead and wounded grows 
every day until if pow reaches on the American 
side seventy killed and one hundred and seventy 
wounded. The insurgent loss is difficult to 
ascertxin and estimates can be formed only on 
the dead and wounded left on the field. It is 
the custom of the natives to oarry off their 
comrades even though hard pressed, and rifles 
and ammanition are hardly ever left bebind. 
Estimates run as high as 2,010, bat probably 
800 will cover all loss to the insurgents. It is 
a peculiar thing that the Americans have lost 
almost in the proportion of one killed to every 
two wounded. . ; 

Qn Sunday, Paco and Santa Ana, lying to 
the south-east of Manila, were the scenes of the 
most hotly vontested battles of the line with the 
exception of Malate. After being driven out 
of the burning towns the natives took to the rice 
fields, and every ridge of the broken ground 
served as a trench. ‘he men wera forced to lay 

-flat on their stomachs,’ with heads only above 
to sight the guns. For hundreds.of yards 
in all directions the country appeared as flat 
‘as a billiard table and over this unprotected 
district the Annericans advanced by short. rushes, 
dropping down to firs and running forward 
fiftean or twenty yards to fall again. In an 
hoor and a half the natives were driven back to 
the woods and rivar. bat not without leaving 
many a bare footed native and blue coated 
American to mark the path of the fight. The 
convent of the Catholic nuns was used ag a hos- 
pital for the wonnd--d at this point and the good 
sisters did uoble work for Filipinos and Ameri- 
can impartially. The American hospital corps 
were instractad to do all possible for wounded 
natives. and. ba it sid to their great credit, the 
instructions wére carried out to the letter in 
spite of the stron. feeling that necessarily ex- 
ists. 

At Santa Ana a desperate resistance was en- 
countered and in one small earthwork thirty- 
eight bodies were found when the Americans 
charged over it. The city suffered from ou- 
merous fires in addition to the artillery des- 
traction. Two modern Krupp guns about 3 in. 
cabibre were captured with quantities of am- 
munition. 

The heaviest loss was sustained by the 14th 
U.S. [ofantry, which fought over the entrench- 
ments beyond Malate. One company alone came 

“back with twelve killed, including Lieut. Mit- 
chell. At Malate the insurgents had pos- 
session of the old Spanish trenches and from 
these they extended the work in all direc- 
tions .so that flanking was almost an impos- 
sibility. Under every house trenches had been 


dug and shots cama from all quarters; even the ‘ 


trees held sharpshooters, who were in many cases 
knocked down like squirrels. In this direction 
they still hold a position threa miles below the 
fort und within half-a-mile of General Oven- 
shine’s head qnarters. ° 
THE CAPIURE OF THE WATERWORKS, 
The capture of the waterworks was one of 
the most easily accomplised attacks and at the 
same tiaie one of the must spectacular. The 
expedition uuder General Hale went out on 
Monday afternoon and included four guns ol 
the Utah light battery, four companies of the 
ist Nebraska, and two companies of the Ist 
Colorado Volunteers. A long line of infantry 
skirmishers was thrown out with the artillery 
iv the centre. The country was raked over as 
with a fine tooth comb, the artillery shelling 
with schrapael and ififantry following up closely. 
) At only one place, on a hill about half way out, 
was sharp resistance offered. A party of natives 
_got into tha brash on the immedinte left wing

for another cover, The Americans lost one man 


killed and three wounded. Surgeon Young of 
the Utah Battery rode out on the flank and 
must have been out off and captured, His 
body was found later in the day with a bullet 
wound in the chest and another in the head. 
Around the latter wound there were powder 
stains showing the weapon had been held close 
to him. He probably made a brave stand, for 
fifteen empty oartridyes from his revolver were 
found scattered near the body. On reaching the 
top of the hill overlooking the waterworks four 
shots were tried at the town of Mariquinan 
across the river. The range was 5,900 yards, 
but.the projectiles fell among the houses and 
scattered the peoplo in all directions. The 
buildings of the waterworks were found deserted 
and the machinery damaged to the extent of 
missing cylinder heads and valves. These have 
since been found hidden in coal heaps and the 
works are running, 


At the north of the city the Marines with 
machine guns, Kansas, 8rd U.S. Artillery, and 
Montane men have been busy at the country 
this side of Caloocan. At this point insurgents 
are strongly entrenched and a heavy fight is 
expected. About fifty men have been wounded 
in this district already and very little advance 
has been made, 

During the first three days of the fighting 
the Americaas burned all villages, houses, brush, 
and soon that they passed through, thus clear- 
ing the country and at the same time indicating 
the advance of the troops. Hundreds of families 
are homeless but every shock was a menace and 


with bat few exceptions the natives were 
hostile: : 


Yesterday was a period of rest, eagerly em- 
braced by the soldiers, who have been con- 
stantly about since Saturday. 

The lines to-day have bean extended. on an 
average. in all directions from Manila about 
four miles. Paranaque, which has genorally 
been reported as taken by the Americans, is 
still in the hands of the natives and strongly 
entrenched. 


A general advance is expected to-morrow but 
owing to the leugth of the lines, some 22 miles, 
and the necessary shallowness of the supports, 
new tactics will be adopted and columns some- 
thing in the nature of spokes of a whee! emanat- 
ing from the hub (the walled-city) will be 
thrown ont. 


MARCH TO MALOLOS BEGUN. 
AGUINALDO HARANGUES 
FILIPINOS AT POLO. 

Manila, 13th February. 

On Friday afternoon, after a day's rest, the 
troops of General Harrison G. Otis's Brigade 
attacked and captured the town of Caloocan, 
the first place of importance north of Manila 
on the line of the railroad. At five minutes 
past three the Monadnock opened fire from the 
bay aud a few minutes later the Utah battery of 
3.2 in. rifles began shelling the trenches and 
town with schrapnell, The range was about 
3,000 yards, and at this distance the explosives 
were placed with splendid accuracy. Many 
times as a shot burst in the fringe of the woods 
or along the cemetery walls, the natives could 
be seen, with the naked eye, rashing off in all 
directions to-escape the terrific artillery fire, 
and after the battle was over and the searching 
parties were raking over the fields a large 
number of the dead bore unmistakable signs 
of.shell wounds. The advance of the infantry 
was checked until doubtful places were shelled 
aud then the riflemen were ordered forward. 
From this time on it assumed the nature of one 
long c verwhelming charge, for the men ran at 
top speed nearly all the way, only anne for 
occasioual shots when close range was obtained. 
Just 65 minutes after the Infantry was let loose 
the American flag was flying from the only 
visible staff in the place, one that has long 
borne the English banner in front of the resi- 
dence of Mr. Higgins, the managor of the rail- 
road, ; 

Without the artillery tbe taking of Caloocan 
would tiave been a most serious problem, for the 
Filipinos were etrongly entrenched and they 
held their positions with a pertinacity that calls

ing against them thay loaded a converted smooth 
bore gun (given them months ago by the Ameri- 
cans at Cavite) onto a flat car and dispatched it 
up the road along wilk several passenger coaches 
carrying women, children, aud baggage. 

Then the sun sank down, a great ball of red 
in a smokey streaked s'ty. General Otis and 
others were gathered in the telegraph office 
sauding back messages to headquarters, and 
from far up the road came the lusty cheers -of 
hundreds of soldiers gathered about the pole 
saluting the one waving flag’ 

The American loss was sight killed and 84 
wounded. The Filipino losses have boon 
‘greatly exaggerated, but probably amount 
to 80 killed and 230 wounded. Many of the 
natives were buried in their houses. © 


The next day the natives returned in small 
detachments of sharpshooters and worried the 
outposts until two companies of the Kansas men 
were sent down to clear them out of the brush, . 
which was finally done with the aid of a few | 
shells. The heat during the greater part of ; 
the day was most oppressive ind many of the © 
boys suffered from sunstroke. Fifteen were 
carried in from one company and two becama 
so violent they were bound with ropes to pre- 
vent them injuring themselves. The natives 
must. have become aware that'the men were 
weakening for they opened a heavy fire about 
midday, in which a numberof Americans were 
wounded. Altogether 42 men, were disabled for | 
work by wounds daring the!day and nothing ; 
gained, : -— 

Malabon lies just across the lagoon from 
Caloocan and can easily be taken, as the ships 
are in close range. It is believed that the natives 
know this and will not put up a heavy fight. 
It is understood that the inhabitants have been 
served with a notice to surrender or stand a 
bomhardment. : ' 


At all the other points of the line except 
be-ow Malate, near Pasay, the utmost quiet has . 
reigned. Saturday afternoon a slight engage- 
ment took place, some men of the 14th Infantry 
and 4th Cavalry ranning avross s body of. 
natives. It did not last more than a few 
minutes before the natives retired. An outpost 
of five was éaught off its guard and brought in 
prisoners a scouting party. of 4th -Caval- 
rymen. ie wae 

Every one is waiting to see what the next 
move will be.

| ILOILO. BOMBARDED. 


ENGLISH, AMERICAN, AND GERMAN 
CONSULATES BURNED. 


NO AMERICAN LOSSES. 
Manila, 14th February. 

News of tho taking of Tloilo arrived by the 
ganboat Petrel this morning. When the 
Teunessea’ Regiment wns ordered south last 
Thursday i was believed that operations would 
pot be long delayed. After keeping 1.200 
soldiers in the harbour for six weeks and 2,300 
for «t least four weeks of the time. beside two 
workshops, the place was finally occupied. Siftce 
the 19th January the rebel gaverument of the 
district of Bisayas has existed on a civil :basis, 
thus subordinating the military, and there is 
‘no doubt that they were not as well prepared 
‘to resist. an attack when tho climax cane as 
-they were a month previous, 

: Notice was sant to President Melliza at Jaro, 
the headquarters, ordering the evacuation of 
Tloilo by saturday evening, nnd any attempt at 
further entrenching or fortifying was forbidden. 
On Satnrday nivrning about nine a'clock the 
natives were observed throwing up sandbag 
works and the cruiser Boston sent in a few 
shells, putting a stop to it. The natives 
replied by opening fire with one gun from the 
old Spanish fort on the point, which was 
quickly silenced by the Boston and Petrel. In 
short order the garrison was driven out of the 
fort and a small auxiliary gunboat, the Samar, 
carying two machine guns, went up the river and 
‘drove the natives back into the city, from which 
they fled across the bridge into Jaro and out to 
Molo, where there are many strong earthworks. 

A landing was made by Lieut. Nieblack, of 
the Boston, with 48 marines, who hoisted Old 
Glory over the fort and Governor's palace shortly 
after, and the Llth U.S. Infanty and Ist Tennes- 
see Volunteer Regiments with Battery G. of the 
6th Light Artillery were sent into the city, im- 
mediately assuming guard over the banks and 
‘public property. The Filipinos had time to set 
fire to the American, English, and German 
Consulates, a godown, and two other honses, and 
‘ll these buildings have been destroyed. The 

“timely arrival of the troops .prevented further 
damage, as it was the avowed intention of the 
natives to burn the town if forced to retire. 

General Miller and staff have taken up quar- 
ters at the loca] palace. 

Though a long time coming, now that the 
question is well on toward settlement the foreign 
commuuity is considerably relieved at the turn 
of events. Opinion, however, is divided, many 
contending that as the natives have been anta- 
gonized beyond recal] business will suffer most 
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i severely. 
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The natives have apparently retired to Jaro 
and Molo only to make another stand. It is 
“likely that by this time both these towns are 
cleared out, but beyond these General Miller is 
not expected to advance, as it is not deemed neces- 
sary to carry the war into the interior at present. 
3 NO ADVANCE AT MANILA UNTIL 
E REINFORCEMENTS ARRIVE. 
: Since the taking of Caloocan there has been 
comparative quiet all along the twenty-five miles 
of fighting lines about Manila. On Sunday 
there was a brush with the Malabon garrison, 
in which the Kansas troops suffered more from 
svnstroke than bullets, and to-day the California 
and Idaho Volunteers with two guns of the 6th 
Artillery skirmished for an hour over the 
country near San Pedro Macati, south of Man- 
ila. At the latter place a large body of insur- 
gents has been almost surrrounded and every 
attempt to get out meets with leaden objections 
from the American ‘outzosts. 
(an It is safe to predict no extensive augage- 
. ment will be undertaken before the arrival 
of reinforcements from America, which are 
expected here during the next two weeks. 
In many places the great length of the 
firing line has left weak points, which would be 
quité vulnerable to a fair sized body of deter- 
mined iatives. 

White flags of every conceivable size, des- 
oription, and fabric flutter from every native 
house that is left standing. Even the canoes 
coming down the river with grass and small 
supplies have patches of white tied to bamboo

REPORTED SEIZURE OF STEAMERS

MR. SHARP’S CONNECTION WITH THE 
UNITED 8TATES, 7 


The author would desire to claim some slight 
connexion with the United States through his 
relutive Granville Sharp, the slave liberator, 
who was well known on this (Americau) side at 
the. time of the War of Independence, At the 
commencement of the misunderstanding he was 
engaged in the Ordnance Departnrent of the 
English Government. As he felt himself un- 
able to participate in any way in the hostilities 
which appeared imminent, he obtained leave o 
This was twice renewed, and, at last, 

when no hope remained of averting the collision, 
GranviJle resigned the post which he had held 
- for eighteen years, and upon which he was de- 
pendent for his living, rather than take any 
sharo in that which he so heartily disapproved. 


- The opinions which he held were sympathized in 


by many. Their number has progressively in- 
creased, until now there is hardly a Briton 
who does not feel that the course adopted 
by our Government towards America was a sad 
mistake which has now come to he sincerely 
and universally regrotted. 


. THE ANGLO-AMERICAN UNION, 


Should the Anglo-American Union be 
perfected in the spirit which now animates the 
English speaking race thronghout the world, 
it will probably have a more powerful and 
farreaching influence than any event which 
has happened in the nineteenth century. Its 
social and political advantages can hardly be 
estimated; they cannot be described. And 
what has caused the reappearance of this feel- 
ing of attachment? Was it the somewhat 
discovery that the fuglish 
people loved America? The smailest kindness 
to one who is in a position to appreciate it 
When others wished 
to deprive the United States of tue rightful 
fruits of her recent struggle and completed 
victory, England simply frowned. It just 
meant that your cause is hers, that we are mem- 


. bers one of the other, and the gesture was |} 


regarded as significant, and was not altogether 
without itsinfluence. Similarity and uniformity 
are not essential- attributes of union. The 
circumstances on the one side and the other 
may be wholly divergent, and the means em- 
ployed by either to accomplish its ends may be 
altogether different. But here are fundamental 
beliefs, which we have in common. We wor- 
ship the same ideals. We cherish the same 
aspirations. We are animated by the same 
hopes. Our Faith is one, though our fiscal sys- 
tems may not be. We mostly prefer free trade 
and direct taxation. You, with your enormous 
areas and scattered populations, feel unable, at 

resent, altogether to adopt this plan. Perhaps. 
by and bye, you may see fit to modify your 
tariff. In the meantime we must not allow 
Moreover, we are 
assured that, in undertaking this recent war, 
you were engaged in the overthrow of oppres- 
sion and of wrong, and that you are entitled to 
Cuba and the Philippines, as the fruit of your 
just, fair, and civilized contention. 


THE SPANISH PLEA, 

And does not the plea which the Spanish 
Government has put forward strengthen you 
in your appropriation P_ In effect what do they 
say? ‘“ We cannot resist you. Weare help- 
less. No one will come to our aid. If you 
determine to rob us, you can take these Islands. 
We will not give them up to you, although wea 
may be unable to keep them.” Are they 
not self-convicted by this plea? What right 
has Spain to the possession of territories 
which she acknowledges her inability to 
effectively occupy, and the inhabitants of 
which she is unable to protect? The Govern- 
‘ment of these Islands, and the unjust exactions 
and oppressions inflicted upon the ‘rade of 
Manila have, for decades past, been a scandal 
and disgrace; and, the port authorities have 
been a terror to ship captains and their owners. 
The bad seed has. at last, brought forth bitter 
‘fruit, and the foreign traders and native mer- 
chants in China and Hongkong will rejoice to 
se6 the Stars'and Stripes, as emblems of liberty 


-and justice, floating from these buttlements. 
- At:the same time we cannot forget the courtly 
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Spanish military officers whom we kave occa- 
sionally met with in our travels. 
AMERIOA AND CHINA, : 

As we expect very shortly to seo you firmly es- 
tablished in this lovely Southern group. we are 
prepared to cordially welcome you to the China 
Seas, and to invite you to Hongkon-. - only 
two days distant, which with its ::oter- 
land forms part of the enormous area 
so long ruled over by the “Son of ifeaven,” 
and the importance of. which has only 
recently come to be at all regarded in ti. West. 
China, and its disposition, is now notor y ‘f in- 
terest to the foreign community dwelling «1 the 
Far East, but is the one salient matter of 
supreme importance forcing itself upon tha at- 
tention of the world. So keenly is this «ppre- 
ciated that a reticence, and seriousness almost 
amounting to solemnity, is manifested ly those 
occupying responsible positions when called upon 
to refer toit. This isin every way appropriate. 
The tone of the press is also guarded. Jt goes 
little beyond Ministerial utterances, whilst the 
expression of its opinions is kept well in hand. 
It may, however, be permissible for some who 
have knowledge and experience to speak less 
guardedly, provided they are truthful and sin- 
cere, and their motives are above suspicion. 
THE APPROACHING CRISIS IN CHINA, 


There cannot be the shadow of a doubt that we 
are approaching a crisis in Chinese affairs, of 
which the Governments of Europe and America 
are well aware, Those who lead public opinion 
have, in their recent pregnant though veiled 
utterances, given expression to this thongbt. 
The responsibilities of Britain and the United 
States have evidently- not yet reached their 
limit. We may well contemplate the futare 
with serious gravity, To-morrow's sun may 
dawn upon an altered world. One thing is clear 
and indisputable, viz. that we have not yet 
done with China; indeed it is probable that, in 
the future, we shall, as nations, have much 
more to do with China and the Chinese than we 
have ever had before. 

PRAISE FOR THE CHINESE, 


There may, therefore, be some who would be 
willing to know a little more of these people, 
amongst whom we have lived fox forty years, 
engaged in banking and commercial pursuits. 
We have served them and bern served by them. 
We have. bought and sold and baryaiued 
with them, day by day, through this long 
period, and have necessarily some acqnain- 
tance with them. It gives the writer much 
pleasure to testify to their high mental quulit- 
ies, and also, in very many cases, their goodness 
of heart. Most of our-servants have been with 
us for many years. Some for a quarter of a 
century, indeed vacancies seldom occur except 
by death. Half-a-dozen grandchildren orenpy 
the places of their parents formerly in our 
employ. The experience of many old established 
firms in China is the same. It must be ackuow- 
ledged that this love of continuous and per- 
manent employment compares very favourably 
with the discontent and constant secking «fter 
change which characterizes service and labour 
in the Home Lands. There hang in our «ffice 
two framed and glazed testimonials to the high 
character and faithful work of Wong Yick and 
Pun Woi, than whom, in their measure and de- 
gree, we have never known better or more useful 
men. 


Many heartrending stories are told of piracy, 
murder, and pillage upon the China coast aud 
its rivers. Uutil its recrudescence upon the 
West River this has been, in great measure, 
checked by the vigilance of those in comm:ad 
of British gunboats and by tho soverity. in 
garlier days, of the French naval authorities, 
who have taken an important part in its xnp- 
pression, and it is now happily almost unknown. 
Tn this connexion we cannot forbear referring 
to three fishermen (alternatively Chinese pir- 
ates) by whom the captain of the British ste: mer 
Thebes was saved, together with the speaker 
and Mrs. Sharp. The steamer wae chartered 
by the French Government to take troopsand .:4- 
wiralty stores from Hongkong to Touron, ticir 
first settlement in China. The captain had on 
ordered to make ouquiries of the fishing boa‘< ‘n 
the bays respecting some Frenchmen who 4d 
been, just then, cast away. In carrying » t 
this order a rock was touched. The Capt:'u 


beached the steamer to prevent her sinkiug. 


Two Chinese junks were engaged to take us to

We wont.in the smaller, with the © ~~ 
captain, steward, and a boy, the offigers and ~~

overland. We wore presently overtaken by a 
terrible typhoon, which lasted over two: days. 

Masts and bulwarks were all gone, and the - 
rudder broken. The Chinése captain and his 


crew, thinking that death was near, went-below, 


got some opium, und became iusensible. Tor- 
tunately for ns wo had taken three Chinese 
firemen from the Thebes. ‘These had’ been 
fishermen, and knew the coast. ‘They therefore 
took charge of the junk, and handled it, as best 
they could, through the storm. ‘The rudder was 
broken three times, and three times repaired. 14 
was also found that only one of the three firemen: 


. could steer so as to save the rudder, by keeping a 


constant watch upon the waves, and ensing off the 
wind, as they approached. Therain fell intorren- 
tial streams, without cessation, but this Chinese 
fireman stocd firmly at the helm for six-and- 
thirty hours, without letting go his hold, the 
boy putting food between his lips. He saved 
our lives. He stved the junk, and was very 
handsomely rewarded. There could not have 
been a better proof of the skill, courage, and 
endurance of whick these men are capable. 
The Chinese are economical to a fanlt—(if a 
fault is possible in this direction)—and one who 
possesses $100,000 may launch upon.a penny or 
less, but they can also be liberal and even gener- 
ous. Dr. Colquhoun, in his recent work, “ China 
in Transformation,” refers to a caso which hap- 
pened in Canton, when one of the Howqnas in- 
quired of an elderly American morchant, who 
had been transacting a very large tea business in 
earlier days, but upon whom misfortune had come, 
why hedid not go home. He replied that no- 
thing would delight him more, but that he could 
not feel happy in leaving China whilst Howqua 
retained so heavy an unpaid claim upon him. 
Howgqua thereupon opened his safe. took out the 
nole, and tearing it in pieces, threw them into 
the waste paper basket exclaiming ‘There! I - 
have now no further claim upon you.” This - 
action was not alone a proof of Howqua's gen- . 
erosity, but also of his high estimation of the 
character of the American merchant, whom he had 
long known, and who was also known to us, and 
whose heavy obligation be cancelled so hand- 
somely. Spending six months in the Australian 
colonies some years ago, we had a good oppor- 
tunity of enquiring into and investigating the 
character of the Chinese there, and wore 
gratified to find that of the seven classes into 
which the population was divided, in the statis- 
tical office of the Government, the Chinese 
stood the first and highest for morality and law- 
abiding character. We spent most of our time 
in efforts to alleviate the down trodden position 
of these people, and on leaving to return to 
Hongkong they presented us with a bag of 
sovereigns to pay onr expenses, and in proof of 


-their gratitude for what we had done, or tried 


to do, in their behalf. 
OUR DIFFICULTIES WITH THE CHINESE 
GOVERNMENT, - 


It appears that Ministers, Members of Parlia- 
ment, and people generally are very imperfectly 
prepared to realise the true cause of all our 
difficulties with the Chinese Government; These 
have atteaded our negotiations from the earliest 
days of our intercourse, and have been gradually 
increasing with our trade, and especially during 
the lust fifty years, since Lord Napier was 
worried to death at Macao, and Hongkong was 
ceded to the British Government, T roughout 
this period a variety of causes, but principally 
the advent and perfecting of the telegraph, and 
the marvellous growth of the interest taken. by 
Eurvpean nations in the Far Eaat, have caused 
our communications! with China to. be much 
more frequent and very greatly more importent. 
The difficulty hag mainly arisen from the anta- 
gonisms between the British and Chinese char- 
acter. The instinct and impulse of a Briton 
or an American is to epeak the truth, and 
in these days, in commercial and social — 
intercourse, untruth -ig happily exceptional, 
On the other band, the first impulse of a 
Chinese is to tell a lie, and if it comes at all, 
the truth comes afterwards, upon his assurance - 
that he is not Nn danger. An unknown for- 
eigner enquiring harriedly for a Chinese 
would be m-t, in ninety-nine cases ont of a 
hundred, by the statement that he war away, 


whilst the speaker well knew that he was up-

- . stairs.- The spirit of truth and integrity is in- 
terwoven with the American and British char- 
acter, “We have learned to trust one another, 
because we see these principles plainly written 
on the faces of the men and women with whom, 
in these ‘privileged lands, we have todo. So 


these. countries that those whose business is 
very widely spread find it to their advantage to 
trnst great numbers. Very extensive means 
exist for ascertaining the position of purchasers, 
and these are constantly made use of. Here 
also the principle of mutual reliance comes in, as 
the trade transactions, in the absence of personal 
knowledge, are made upon the statements of 
others, which are regarded as authoritative 
and reliable. Upon this personal knowledga, 
and {hese confidential opinions, a large propor- 
tion of the enormous trade of Britain and the 
United States, ambdunting to thousands of 
millions sterling, is annually conducted. This 
is the- very life and soul of commerce, and it 
prevails, to o very large exteut, among the 
higher classes of Chinese traders, aud many of 
the shopkeepers as well. [tis very satisfactory 
to be able to speak thus of the Chinese, People. 
oud that we could say as much for the 
overnment officials who rule over them! In 
considering their character, we are filled with 
2 wonder aud amazement that, under such 
. extremely unfavourable example and influence, 
the Chinese people are what they are, indeed 
that they have any good in them at all. a 


CHINA’S NATIONAL DECADENCE, 
For all practical purposes, China, as a nation, 


is non-existent at the present time. She has 
neither cohesion nor character. Sie is decayed 
and utterly corrupt, aud her Government 
can only tbe purified by a fiery ordeal. 
The “iutezrity of China” is entirely 
* a misnomer. There is no such thing. 


It is therefore idle to dream, talk, and write of 
its preservation. Neither is raiustalemant. 
a restoration, or ameudment possible. ‘I here is 
no foundation, there are no chief materials 
which might be employed. The people are 
unprepared, the rulers and literati are absolutely 
and wholly worthless. The vision of Isaiah 
the prophet concerning Judah and Jerusalem 
may well be applied to China. “The whole 
head is sick, and the whole heart faint. From 
the sole of the foot, even unto the head, there 
ds no soundness in it. but wounds and bruises 
and putrifying sores, they have not been closed, 
naither bound up, neither mollified with oiut- 
ment. Your country is desolate, your cities 
are burned with fire, yonr land, strangers de- 
vour it-in your presence.’ No doubt there 
are as bad men to be found ia London and 
. New York as in Peking, the Yangtav Valley, 
or Hunan, but.there are more good men in 
Britain and America than in China. Our 
public men, our political leaders, our official 
class are generally distinguished for honour 
and integrity. Our Court is pure, Our 
Judges are altogether above and beyond even 
the slightest shadow of suspicion ; whereas 
in China there is probably not one in 
ten thousand of the officials who is trusted by 
' his fellow men. The Lord Chancellor was 
right in the expression, at the recent banquet 
to the. Lord Mayor, in London, of his belief 
“that there is nothing which dissosiates men, 
and drives nations to madness so quickly and so 
efficiently, as the belief that justice in the 
. country is not honestly and impartially ad- 
ministered.” .

CHINA OVERLANDTRADH REPORT. - 
probably dates from the very commencement of 
the Manchu Dynasty; and, considering its in- 
herent weakness, the wonder and the marvel is 
that it has not fallen t: pieces long ago. Not- 
withstanding the consistent and painstaking 
efforts of Britain during the last half century 
to preserve, what has been called, her “in 
tegrity,” China is regarded by the world at 
large as derelict. Her dismemberment must 
shortly come to pass, whether by agree- 
ment among the Powers or otherwise, and 
in the serious opinion of _ very many 
who know most about it, the sooner this 
happens the better for all, including the 
Chinese themselves. What is on the lips. of 
everyone cannot be unknown to those in auth. 
ority ; and however its expression may be veiled 
behind pleasant conventionalities, the time can- 
not be far off when this fact must be clearly 
enunciated by our Ministers, and the conduct 
of our Governments be shaped accordingly. 
Lord Palmerston truly said that there were few 
able to foresee the consequences of events which 
had not happened. We may cherish the full 
confidence, however, that these things are not 
hidden from our Prime Minister, or the Presid- 
ent of the United States, and that our Govern- 
ments are well prepared for all eventualities.

FOREIGN CONTROL. 


The vision tarries, but it indicates the fore- 
cast that China, in her lenyth and breadth, from 
Peking and Tientsin in the North to Hankow 
and Shanghai in the middle, and to Canton and 
Hongkong in the South, willshortly be brought 
entirely and absolutely under the power and 
control of the European Nations, America, and 
Japan. To this end the principle of the 
“sphere of influence” is but a prelude, and oc- 
cupation, the sequent, natural and unavoidable. 
And ig any justification needed? It would 
appear that the British Government recognises 
the necessity. And who can dare to blame their 
conscienutiousness ? 


LORD SALISBURY’S DIPLOMAOY. 


Lod Salisbury’s diplomacy was formerly 
severely criticised, and the opinion was freely 
expressed that British interests in China were 
baing sacrificed. We believe that the course 
which has been followed has been dictated by the 
highest principles. There is not one of those best 
informed who would be quite willing to under 
take, without hesitation, the difficult and res- 
ponsible duties of tha Prime Minister, who 
claims our admiration for the judicial spirit in 
which foreign relations are considered and dis- 
cussed. The Times lately expressed the idea, 
in connexion with this subject, that i¢ was 
infinitely better to suffer wrong than to do 
it, and batter far to be deceived by the cun- 
ning of another than ever to suspect, and so 
lose confidenca in human nature. It is our 
national love of justice and of right which 
has restrained the advance ef onr policy in 
China, and we cannot believe that God, in his 
good providence, will permit us, as a nation, to 
suffer from this cause. There are sometimes 
considerations evea highor than law, and better 
than abstract justice aud absoluté consistency. 
Before taking action, we may ask ourselves, 
Are we quite gure of our motives? Are we 
actuated by the fear of God, and is our object 
the good of men? Can we sincerely ask God's 
blessing on fresh enterprise, and with confidence 
expect itP If it ba so, then we vau go forward 
without fear. 


CHINESE HAIL FOREIGN INTERVENTION 
WITH DELIGHT. 


Is not the knowledge that the Chinese people 
are prepared to hail our intervention with de- 
light, and to welcome the advent of the Anglo- 
Saxon race with open arms, a most important 
factor?

THE DISTINCTION BETWEEN THE CHINESE

“~ The essential and wide distinotion between 
the Chinese people and the Chinese Government 
cannot be stated too forcibly ; and this is one of 
the most important facts to be borne in mind in 
. all discussions about China. We have some 
maxims which-seem to contradict the possibility 
of this. If so, then il must ever be remembered 
that Chins is foll, nay is mado up, of contradic- 
tions and anomalies. The people are mostly 
honest, steady, dutiful, and hardworking. Moora, 
the philanthropist, said he would not give much |. 
for a young man who could not, upon occasion, 
work sixteen hours out of twenty four. The 
‘Chinese workman, if it please him, will do 
tweuty hours. The officials, on the other hand, 
are abominably, incorrigibly, hopelessly sloth- 
a ful and corrupt. Naturally we are inclined to 
“taro aside-from this most sad anomaly, and seek 
our plessure in the contemplation of a brighter 
picture, but are we oot rather bound to attempt 
to share with others the blessings of firm and 
honest goverument uuder which, by God's good 
providence, we live? I say emphatically, by 
God's good providence, Do any suppose that it 
a is our own arm or our own sword that has got- 
a ten us all.this wealth P Who strengthened our 
hands and weakened others armsP Who 
gave us the “power to get wealth P” 
We. answer unhesitatingly that i¢ is all in 
consequence of the favour which God has 
had towards our nations. And why? Because 
there are more of His servants among us than 
there are‘among some other people. Are we 
‘not thus under heavy obligations? Have we 
not herein large responsibilities? We believe 
(hat these are only limited by our national 
power and means, and that, within that measure, 
a _we are not only justified, but called upon to 
ae govern those who are misgoverned, and, if need 
a -be, for the good of the inhabitants, and, in so 
Be - far as in us lies, with the concurrence, if obtain- 
as able, of others, to occupy, protect, and adminis- 
oo ter their lands, appropriating every dollar which 
those lands yield to the advancement and well

The present system of Government, which 
has some valuable features, might be, in part, 
continued.

The present Viceroys, Gover- 
nors, and Mandarins, in a large number of cases,” 
might be retained in office at salaries adequate 
to their value and position. Tho system of 
squeezing and robbery must be wholly stopped, 
and a plan of watcbful and exacting check 
adopted, by which the revenue would be 
enormously inéreased. Thore is. at present, 
a large staff of European and American 
Chinese-spoeaking men and women, who, together 
with . trustworthy natives, who have been 
-in foreign employ, might afford most 
yaluable aid. ‘Lhe people are easily governed, 
and have a reverence for the just ad- 
ministration of the law. 

DANGER OF REBELLION. i 

Owing to the total absence of all sense of 
attachment to the Dynasty, the chief and 
most serious danger which has to be reckoned 
with in the transformation of China, is that of 
widespread and uncontrollable rebellion. ‘The 
effect of this would be the speedy and serious 
loss of population, without which the country 
would be valueless. The element of danger 
arising from rebellion against the rule of the 
present dynasty is ever present, and irremovablo. 
The disaffection is universal and its destructive 
forces may be developed, within a brief space, 
over wide areas distant from the coast. In 
view of this undoubted fact, ought we to be 
satisfied with keeping a large, éven a very large 
and costly fleet of war vessels in the China seas ? 
Should we be content to go on just as we have 
since the beginning of the century, with treaties 
and negotiations, now that we are well aware 
of the absolute worthlessness and helplessness 
of the Chinese Government? Whilst keeping 
‘vigilantly on the look-out for means to preserve 
our indispensable commerce upon the rivers 
and the coast, may we not also have some re- 
gard to the interests of China’s millions? 

THER VOICE OF THE LITTLE ENGLANDER. 

- Conflicting views are still held upon the mat- 
ter of intervention in these affairs. The voico 
of the “TWittle Englander” is occasionally 
heard, together with the statement that we, as 
a nation)have already as much to do as we can 
manage” properly. At the same time, notwith- 
standing the great, and ever increasing, demand 
of the Government upon the highly educated 
class in Britain, to which Lord Salisb re- 
cently referred, there seems to be an unfailing 
supply of suitable men to meet it. 

THE SECURITY FOR OHINA’S BONDS. 

Our national prudence and caution are inten- 
sified by China's heavy obligations to us, lead- 
ing to groundless fears of possihle loss from 
her disintegration. It is overlooked that the 
security for Chinese Bonds is the Chinese 
Empire, rather than ite present Manchu Go. 
vernment; hence the desire to preserva the 
status quo which is full of hazard. To this end 
it is influentially recommended that offorts 
should be made to strengthen the Central Go- 
vernment, whose weakness endaogers her ability 
to observe treaty obligations.

still we are not without hope that some amicable 
arrangement will be come to, and these wonder- 
fully fertile islands embark on a fresh ora of 
prosperity. We have come through the late 
troubles without loss, and the than'g of the 
shareholders are due to the staff there for the 
manner in which they behaved during most 
diffioult and trying times.

_ THE HONGKONG WHEELY PRESS AND 


THE EUREKA AND QUEEN MINES. 


Messrs. John D. Humphreys & Son inform 
us that they have received per Airlie the fol- 
lowing reports from Mr. J. W. Roberts, Mining 
Expert, on the-Eureka and Queen Mines, dated 
Sydney, Jannary 25th :— 

EUREKA MINE, 

In this mine the 150 feet level is bsing ex- 
tended with all possible speed with a view to 
connecting with “B"” shaft. This drive has 
been in good ore all the way and is now some 
considerable distance north of any old workings. 
It appears as though we shall havea continuous 
run of payable stone at this level right through 
to “ B” shaft, and'as the good shoot has been 
proved down to about 240 feet it will be seen 
that there will be many thousands of tons of 
payable ore to work out, 

At the 300 feet level the work done of late 
has been putting up a rise, but so far no special 
improvement is to be noted. Their work will 
have to be discontinued for a time owing to 
bad air. A winze will shortly be started 
from 200 feet to connect with the rise. For 
the present it will be advisable to limit opera- 
tions to extending the 150 feet and 200 feet 
levels north and stoping under 200 feet, leaving 
other development work in abeyance until we 
have the machine drills at work. 

QUEEN MINE, 

IT have a very pleasing report to make re- 
specting this mine. As cabled to you we cut 
the reef in the Western crogscut. It ir three 
feet thick and assays averaged about 5 dwts. 
This is not payable. but it is encouraging as 
showing au improvement in 50 feet from nil 
to 5 dwts. Last week, however, it was dis- 
covered that this vein did not constitute the 
whole of the lode. What appeared to be the 
Western wall was broken info and behind it 
more quartz was revealed. This was driven 
into and proved to be 5 feet wide. There can 
be no doubt as to this stone being of payable 
quality at the point where it hus been intersected. 
The manager has forwarded us a small bag of 
specimens all showing gold—not very rich, but 
still very good as the metal is finely disseminated 
through the stone. He was instructed to break 
out a fair average sample of the full 5 feet. 
Rough tests which I have made show this bulk 
sample to be worth at-least 1} oz. per ton. 
Assay results are not -yet*to hand. 

I shall be at the mine in the course of a few 
days for the purpose of laying out tha founda. 
tious for the air-compressing plant und I shall 
be able to send you more definite information 
respecting the new find.

A VISIT ‘10 PUNJOM. 


Mr.:Slifford in his residential report for De- 
cember describes a visit to Punjom, where he 
arrived on the 16th of that month. On the 
17th be went over all {he mines near Jalis, in 
company with Mr. Bailey, the Manager, and 

- was much impressed with the amount of pro- 
specting work which has been undertaken since 
Mr. Bailey’s arrival, three months before. 
Hitherto the Punjom Company has been con- 
tent to work almost entirely at the Angust- 
shaft; Mr. Builey, however, bar adopted a 
large and more long-sighted policy; he has. 
already begun to test the value of numerons 
places in the vicinity of the shaft. Work ig 
going on at ‘l'angkong, at Manuk, at the Coffee 
Garden Mine, at the New Find above the Dam, 
at Seldngo’, at Gelompang, and at Suar; and 
of these, Tangkong, Manuk, and Suar give very 
encouraging indications. Suar is situated at a 
distance of about two miles from the camp. and 
the long water-race which skirts it, together 
with other indications, show that in the pnst 
it bas bean the scene of extensive Chinese 
mining operations. The valley is strewn with 
large quartz boulders, many of which assay from 
15 dwt. to an ounce per ton, and there is more 
than one solid-looking outcrop. Until quite re- 
cently the owners of the Punjom Concession 

. appear to have been quite ignorant of the ex- 
istence of this place. 14 is impossible yet to 
express any opinion as to whether or no the 
Panjom Concession will prove to he of solid 
value; but under Mr. Bailey’s energetic man- 
agement there can be no doubt that its possibi- 
lities will be thoroughly tested.

We understand that though it bas not | een 
officially communicated to the Consuls yet, tke 
Viceroy of Nanking bas agreed to the proposals 
submitted to him by the foreign representatives, 
through Trai Taotai, for the cxtension of 
the General Foreign Settlements. Some 
conditions sre imposed, of which we have 
not learnt the particulars, but it is 
settled that the enlarged Settlement — will 
extevd from the Bubbling Well to the Point 
and take in a triangular piece of country en- 
closed betweeu a line drawn from the Bubbling 
Well to near the Margaret Williamson Hos- 
pital. The French have not got any extension, 
owing, we understand, to the strong intimation 
that the British Government has given China 
that it will not allow her to extend the 
boundaries of any settlemeat near Shang- 
hui in which any one Power claims to 
exercise exalusive jurisdiction, The work 
of Sir Claude Macdonald and Mr. Conger iu 
Peking in connection with the extensicn of the 
Foreign Settlement has been greatly facilitated 
by the Japanese Minister's action informing 
the Chinese Goverument that Japan withdrew 
her claims to a separate Settlement to which, 
under the Shimonoseki Treaty, she was « ntitled. 
The thanks of the whole community are due to 
Mr. Byron Brenan, the British Con: ul-General, 
and to Mr. John Gocdnow. U.S. Con-ul-General. 
for the encr,etic manner in which they have 
pushed forward this matter with the Taotai and 
alxo to Mr. Odagiri, the Japanese Conxul-General, 
who has, we learn, found ways and means of 
impressing upon his friends, the Chinese officials 
at Nanking and Shanghai, the expedienoy of 
meeting the demands for the extension of the 
Generul Foreign Settlement in a generons and 
conciliatory spirit. It is said that the Viceroy 
wishes the foreign authorities to allow a year to 
lapse being taking over the added area.and also 
that certain concessions be made to Chinese 
railways passing though the Settlements, which 
reservations and advantages we take it are pot 
in any way unreasonable.—China Gurette.

In regard tothisit should be said that itis 
unprecedented to salute the flag-of the conqueror 
at the same time as he is doing so himself, After 
the cession of Kiaochou and the signing of the 
treaty between Germany and China, the British 
cruiser Burfleur entered the Bay of Tsingtao 
and remained for a few days; but she did not 
fireasalnte. Nobody thought it extraordinary, 
becange a salute is only paid when foreign gov- 
ernments have been notified of the flag-hoisting, 
which at that time had not been done. This is 
a valuable precedent because General Merritt, 
during the negotiations at Paris, complained 
of the German Admiral's want of politeness in 
this respect. The Americans were not justified 
in expecting the Germans to salute the flag at 
Manila, because it would not have been usual, 
but. on the contrary, very strange. 

The recent unfounded accusations against 


Germany, which have appeared in a section of. 


the British Press, are not likely to assist those 
who are striving for a union vetween Germany, 
England, America, and Japan. 


OPIUM-SMOKING -ND JAPANESE 
COURTS. 
\ ——_4¢—__—_. 
-The recent opinm-smoking case at Yoko- 
hama, where two Chinamen were accused of 
being in the possession of opium-smoking ap- 
paratus and sentenced to one’ year's imprison- 
ment each, has naturally attracted a consid r- 
able amount of attention. As we have before 
pointed put, the sentences given in these cases 
are out of all proportion to the gravity of 
the offence. The act of opium-smoking is, 
rightly or wrongly, held in abhorrence 
by the Japanese, who themselves never seem to 
bave been addicted to the vice. 
fact that opium smoking has not laid any stron . 
hold on the Japanese people should, we imagine, 
lead the authorities to look on the offence when 
committed by Chinese passing through the 
country more leniently than is the case. The 
offence is a self-regarding one; it affects hardly 
~—if at all—any but the persons addicted to it, 
and cannot even he classed in the same category 
as drunkenness, which very frequently leads to 
interference with the righta of others. Not 
long ago at Osaka a man was given the extra- 
ordinary sentenve of three years’ imprisonment 
for this offence, though the two Chinese stokers 
of the Hongkong Maru, who were recently 
arrested at Kobe on a similar charge, escaped 
with a month’s hard labour each. As we re- 
marked on the last occasion, “even a month's 
imprisonment for smoking opium on a ship 
is somewhat heavy when it is considered that 
the men bad only just arrived within Japanese 
jurisdiction and probably had no knowledge 
that they were breaking the law.” The case 
at Yokohama presents features which make 
such a severe sentence all the more remarkable, 
It is stated that the men were not allowed to 
call any witnesses for the defence, although 
Mr. Mittwer, an American migsiouary, who 
was on the Kiojun-maru at the time of the 
arrest, could have given important evidence. 
In the Japan Herald of the 30th inst.,. Mr. 
Mittwer gives a full account of the affair as far 
as came to his knowledge. From his account 
there seems to be some doubt as to whether one 
of the men was the person the police intended 
to arrest, but, at any rate, neither of the men 
arrested were found smoking, and the minor 
offence of carrying opium-smoking apparatus 
surely did not call for ‘such a severe 
sentence. - We may also point out that

From the N.C. Daily News walearn that 
Mr. P. C. Dresing, SEngineer-in-Chief of 
the Great Northern Telegraph Co., died at 
Copenhagen on the 12th inst. The deceased 
gentleman was born in 185: and eutered the 
service of the company in 1871, Ho first came 
to Shanghai in 1874 and his final-visit was in 
1883, when he superintended the laying of the 
cable between Viadivostoox and Shanghai vid 
Nagasaki. Of late years he has written many 
valuable papers on telegraphy, eto., notably on 
the scheme of communicating between the 
shore and lightahips by telegraphy without 
wires. He was a most onergetio and successful 
electrician and throngh his death the company 
has lost a most valuable servant. 

At Shanghai on the 12th February a fire 
attended by a number of fatalities oc- 
curred in Kukien Road, when nine native 
houses were destroyed and several others dam- 
aged. The M: reury.gives the following account 
of the fatalities:—A servant girl aged 15, be- 
longing to the house where the the fire origin- 
ated, in her fright ran into No. 26 and hid ber- 
self in such a way that escape was impossible 
and when this house caught fire she was burned 
to death. The fire burned so fiercely that the 
occupier of No, 26 hd only time to jump out of 
the window and was 80 seriously injured that he 
had to be removed to the Shantung Road 
Hospital. But the most regrettable incident 
was that whioh occurred to the occupiers 
of Ne. 29, where the wife, her three sisters, 
and a one year old baby met their death by 
suffocation. It was not known to any one that 
there was any person in the burning houre, 
otherwise efforts would have surely been made 
to rescue them. Their charred remains were 
discovered hours afterwards, This does not 
uot exhaust the list of casualties, for during 
the progress of the fire European Constable 
No. 24, Lundquist, was standing benea tha 
door in the alleyway whon the wall fell, burying 
him up to the chest. Luokily he euccseded in 
thrusting his head and shoulder into the door- 
way otherwise another fatality would have 
doubtless occurred. The Constable was promptly 
unearthed by the firemen and taken to the 
Central Station.
